British Troops Make Advance 
on Tigris River. 





Captured 1,995 Prisoners When Im- 
portant Tactical Points 
Seized—Tuarl.« Admit Victory of 
General Maude's 
Driving Through 
Towards Kut-el-Amara, 


LONDON, Feb. 20.—Several im- 
portant gains against the Turks ip 
Mesopotamia are recorded in the offi 
cial report made public Saturday 
night. In addition to ‘forcing the 
Turks back on the Tigris River, the 
British captured 1,995 prisoners. 
The text of the report reads: 

“Mesopotamia: The offensive 
against the Turks on the right bank 
of the Tigris was resumed Thursday. 
An important tactical point in front 
of the enemy’s right was first seized. 
An attack on his right centre follow- 
ed, resulting in the securing of our 
on a front of 700 yards. 
This was afterwards extended by 
bombing to a depth of 500 yards on 
a frontage of 1,000 yards. The half- 
hearted Turkish counter-attacks 
were easily repulsed. 

“Some hours later an assault was 
launched against the enemy's left 
centre, securing our objective on a 
front of 850 yards. 

“During the night the enemy were 
cleared out of small areus they held 
on the river bank. By dawn Friday, 
all the ground in the Dabra 
was in our hands. 

“The prisoners tuken numbered 89 
officers, including two 
and three battalion commanders, 
five machine gus, 2,500 rifles, and a 
large quantity of ammunition, equip- 
ment and stores. 

“A further advance of 1,200 yards 
was made Friday south of the Shum- 
ran loop. Our advanced troops now 
hold the southwest coruer of this 
bend.” 

Two Turkish official 
tions received Saturday admit retire- 
inents on the Tigris. The communi- 
cation, under Thursday’s date, says: 

“After an enemy attack against 
our right wing had been repulsed, 
part of our positions were evacuated, 
according to orders, to prevent need- 
less losses.”

WAS OF LITTLE USE AT FIRST. 


Not Until the Vulcanizing Process Was 
Invented Did Its Vast Possibilities 


Monopoly Was Broken. 


The average man believes that rub- 
ber is rubber, just as silver is silver 
and ivory is ivory; but, as a matter of 
| fact, the different kinds of rubber run 

into the hundreds. If you were to take 

up one of the commercial dailies which 
devote their columns to the news of tbe 
different industries you would find 
prices quoted on thirty or forty differ- 
ent sorts of rubber. Some are called 
} after their geographical location, some 
|take their name from the method of 
| preparation, and others have names de- 
i; scriptive of their form. 

| Originally all rubber came from the 
valley of the Amazon. When it was 
first discovered no one knows. At any 
rate, when the first white men, follow- 
ing along after Columbus, visited South 
America they found the Indians play- 
ing with balls: made from the exuda- 
{tion of the bark of a certain tree, 
and these balls differed from any the 
‘Europeans had ever seen, for they 
| bounded and rebounded and were full 
of life. But that was not the only use 
| the Indians put this milk of the tree to. 
They smeared it on their blankets to 
muke them waterproof, 

Still, 200 years and more went by, 
and, while many wise men believed 
this elastic, cohesive, impermeable sub- 
;8tance ought to be full of usefulness, 
‘nobody found any way to use it to any 
advantage—it was so brittle in cold 
weather and so disposed to get soft in 
hot weather. But in the fullness of 
time a Connecticut Yankee started to 
puzzle it out. It took him the better 
part of ten years, but he did it, and in 
1839 gave the world his vulcanization 
process, Which is in use today. 

Up to that time rubber was so cheap 
that ships from South America some- 
times used it as ballast, taking their 
chances of selling it for what they 
, could get in some American port. 
With the discovery of the vulcanizing 
process rubber took on a new hue and 
a new value, and the tropics were 
searched for tt everywhere. It was 
found in the vines of Africa, and gutta 
percha, a sort of first cousin to rubber, 
was found in Borneo, and some years 





found in the guayule shrubs of Mex- 
ico. 

As rubber grew in value the chem- 
ists fell to work and devised ways of 
recovering it from old shoes and hose 
and other articles into which it en- 
tered, and thus “reclaimed rubber” 
soon came to equal the new rubber in 
volume, and all these varieties found 
some legitimate use. Gutta percha 
taakes unapproachable insulation for 
ocean cables. Balata. which comes

LANDING IS A SERIOUS TASK. 


For the Beginner It Is Not Only Dif- 
ficult, but Fraught With Deadly Pos- 
sibilities—Collisions Caused by Air 
Suction—The Fear of Fire.

| Perbaps those who have watched 
,feroplanes at work have wondered 
Why an aviator almost always cuts a 
spiral course as he approaches the 
earth, There are two reasons for this: 
In the first place, he is maneuvering 
So as to land against the wind. In 
the second place, he is accustoming 
his eye to the ground—recovering his 
judgment of distance. After one has 
been up for an hour or so at anything 
like a respectable height he loses his 
sense of altitude. He cannot tell by 
the ey@ whether he is fifty feet or 
200 feet from the ground. It is neces- 
sary always to train his eye for dis- 
tance again, just as a baby trains it. 
This takes only a few moments, but it 
is absolutely necessary, 

| Landing is the most difficult and the 
‘most important departinent of avia- 
tion. Half or three-quarters of the 
accidents occur because the aviator has 
made a bad contact. It used to be 
noticed in the early days of aviation 
that most of the accidents occurred 
hear the ground. People supposed that 
_this was because the lower air cur- 
, rents are the most treacherous, 

That is not true. I am inclined to 
think that, with the exception of 
,“holes,” air currents have little to do 
‘with aviation accidents. It was be- 
|cause aviators did not know how to 
land. You must shut off your engine, 
,¢atch the air and volplane down 
against the wind. This is most impor- 
tant. If you land with the wind, even 
the lightest breeze, you ure likely to 
turn a somersault and bring up smash- 
‘ed under your own engine. 

But volplaning down and facing the 
| Wind are not enough. Just before 
alighting you must make an upward 
turn, so that the machine at the mo- 
iment of contact is traveling parallel 
| With the ground. It is beautiful to see 
|how a real master drops as lightly as 
‘a feather, If you fail to make that lit- 
tle upward turn at the right moment 
‘you will strike with a force that will 
‘either wrench your machine or smash 
it, according to how fast you are going 
and the nature of the ground. 

You must, as I have said, land facing 
the wind. That is the first principle 
knocked into yoiNin the schools. When 
flying low an aviator dislikes to skirt 
any obstacl¢ like a tree or a building 
on its windward—and his leeward— 


‘side, for if he is steering by compass 


or even by sense of direction he is very 
likely to fool himself and edge over 
with the wind toward the obstacle. 
The French call this traveling en 
crabe.

WHEN A WHALE BLOWS. 


It Is Steam, Not Water, the Cetacean 
Spouts Into the Air. 

Since a whale breathes air when it is 
below the surface the breath must be 
held, for if water should be taken into 
the lungs the animal would drown. 
Thus as soon as a cetacean comes to 
the surface its breath is expelled and 
a fresh supply inhaled before it again 
goes down. 

The breath which has been held in 
the lungs for a considerable time under | 
pressure is highly heated, and as it is

RYE AS A FILL-IN CROP. 


Can Be Grown as a Winter Grain In 
Exposed Places. 
Tt is the test of a good farmer when 








he uses all the best crops to fill out the , 


gaps that are bound to occur between 
his staples’ growing scasons. Have 
you worked out the full usefulness of 
rye for your farm? In most localities 
it ts less profitable as a grain crop than 
wheat, but is hardier and can be grown 
as a winter grain in cold, exposed 
places. It will do well on sandy, poor 
or acid land. It may be sowed later

than wheat, thus fitting especially well 
when there is a rush of work in the 
fat. ‘It is attacked by fewer insects 
and diseases than wheat, produces a 
more valuable straw, requires less fer- 
tilizer und, being earlier, is better us a 
forage crop. 

Rye can be grown on almost any 
well drained soil in the eastern half of 
the United States. Seeded early or 
late in the fall, on land either rough 
or well prepared, it can be depended 
upon to. make a good growth in al- 
most every instance, at the same time 
conserving fertility and preventing 
washing during the winter. It may 
be given the same fall and winter 
treatment whatever use is to be made 
of it, and the farmer need not decide 
until spring whether to pasture it, cut 
and feed it green, plow it under or 
harvest it as a straw and grain crop. 

Although rye will grow on very poor 
sols, large yields cannot be secured 
frem! soils not of good fertility. The 
soil should not be exceedingly rich, 
however, for grain production, and not 
much nitrogenous fertilizer should be

The “sticking point” with 
many a farmer is his failure to 
get on with his neighbors.

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TREATMENT OF ALKALI SOIL. 


First Drainage Is Suggested, Then Deep 
Plowing Is Advised. 





Alkali in soil is a result of a lack of 
drainage in almost if not in every in- 
stance, To remove alkaline conditions 
from the soil the first thing is to pro- 
vide for drainage. Water which has 
passed over or soaked through other 
soil drains down on the lowest level 
and where there is no outlet stands un- 
til the sun and wind evaporate it 
Those alkali salts—which are common 
barrel salt, epsom and glauber salts— 
remain on the surface when the water 
is evaporated, and the low ground 
gradually accumulates these salts, 
which have been washed out of the 
higher lands. This moving water also 
carries the very finest of soil particles 
and deposits them in these low places, 
with the result that the soil becomes 
very compact, or what the plowmen 
call gummy, so that water passes 
through it with great difficulty. The 
condition naturally becomes gradually 
worse until drainage is provided and 
is gradually improved after a drainage 
system is installed, ‘The first treat- 
ment, then, should be drainage for an 
alkali infected piece of ground, 

Another means of improvement is 
deep plowing. This is frequently a 


| very difficult metter, as alkali soil is 


usually what is called a gumbo soil, or 
one that is very stiff, sticky and hard 
to plow. This land should have as 
much straw and strawy manure plow- 
ed into it as possible. The deep plow- 
ing gives the water very much greater 
chance to work into and through the 
soil, gathering sciuble salts and carry- 
ing them out through the drainage 
system which has been provided. The 
straw will help to keep the soil from 
running together again, and thus it 
helps the percolation or drainage. The 
straw and litter and deep plowing also 
tend to make soil become mellow, the 
opposite of the gummy or gumbo type, 
so that it is more easily worked,

Im some sections there is a renrunera- 
tive demand for rye straw for bed- 
ding horses, wrapping nursery stock, 
stuffing horse collars, etc. Under such 
cenditions if the straw is especially 
jong it may be necessary to use a self 
rake reaper. When the straw is to be 
kept in good condition a special thrash- 
er also ig used in muny instances. 

Ergot is a most serious disease of 
rye. It results in black smutted grains. 
¢ is dangerous to feed rye affected 
‘with ergot to live stock, as it causes 
abortion. Treatment of rye seed with 
formaldehyde, as for oats and wheat, 
will reduce the likelihood of the occur- 
rence of most grain diseases. Ergotized 
rrains may be removed by passing the 
seed through a 20 per cent solution of 
common salt, the diseased grains float- 
ing while the normal grains sink.

FIELD FURROWING. 


System Has Been Efficiently Developed 
In the Alfalfa Fields of Utah. 

In Utah the furrow system has been 
most efficiently developed in the alfalfa 
fields, and a special tool is used for 
furrowing or what is called laying off, 
says Thomas C. Walters in the Los 
Angeles Times. This tool, called a 
lay off, makes press furrows through 
the soil four or five inches deep and 
about six inches wide, without ridging 
up the soil, and leaves it with a cor- 
rogated surface of sunken furrows. 
This plan of furrowing conserves wa- 
ter, prevents puddling of the surface

For Coats.

very cheap potato bread costs less to 
make than all flour bread, and in gen- 
eral this is a good way in which to uti- 
lize cull potatoes in a palatable food 
product. 


For four one pound loaves are re- 


quired three pounds of boiled and 
peeled potatoes, two and one-quarter 
pounds of good bread flour, three level 
tablespoonfuls of sugar, one and one- 
half level tablespoonfuls of salt, one 
cake of compressed yeast, four table- 
spoonfuls of water. 

Boil with skins on and wash twelve 
potatoes of medium size. In the even- 
ing take one and one-half pounds, or 
two and one-half solidly packed half 
pint cupfuls, of the cool mashed po- 
tato, add to it the salt, four ounces of 
flour (one scant half pint cupful) and 
the yeast rubbed smooth with the wa- 
ter, reserving one spoonful to rinse the 
cup. 

In the morning add the remainder of 
the potato, the sugar and the rest of 
the flour. Knead thoroughly until a 
smooth and very stiff dough is formed. 
After working the dough, set it to rise 
and handle the dough in the usual 
manner for breadmaking. 

Very good rolls can be made from a 
similar mixture of boiled potatoes ani 
flour by adding shortening and sugar. 
The following proportions will yield 
one dozen small rolls: 

Eight ounces of boiled and peeled po- 


tatoes, six ounces of sifted flour, one | 
third cake of compressed yeast, three- | 
- quarters level teaspoonful of salt, two 


tablespoonfuls of lukewarm water, 
two tablespoonfuls of sugar, two table- 
spoonfuls of butter. 

Two tablespoonfuls of powdered 
milk added to the dough will greatly 
improve the quality of the rolls. Al- 
though milk itself or cream may be 
used, it must be borne in mind that 
they will increase the liquid content. 

Boil, peel and mash the potatoes as 
directed for bread making. Add in or- 
der to this the salt, the powdered milk 
(if used), the yeast rubbed smooth and 
mixed with the water, and lastly two 
tablespoonfuls of flour. Let this mix- 
ture stand at a temperature of about 
86 degrees F’. until the dough begins to 
collapse. Add to this sponge the but-' 
ter, the sugar and the remainder of the 
flour and, if necessary, enough more 
flour to make a very stiff dough 
Knead thoroughly until a smooth 
dough which is no longer sticky has
